Will Regain All 
Occupied Land 


Red Guerilla 
Warfare Reported 
Wrecking Nazi 
Communications 


MOSCOW -(/I';— Premier Michael 


Kalinin in a message to the Soviet 
people Thursday proclaimed that "the 
hour is near when all occupied re- 
'iiublics (Russia) will return to the 
family" of the Soviet Union. 


Closer and closer each day he said, 


the Red army is approaching the 
borders of White Russia, Latvia, Es- 
' tonia and Lithuania. 
O "Every day," he went on, "more 
occupied places in the Ukraine re- 
turn to their country (Russia). 
.....His message was spread across the 
main pages of newspapers and said 
"although the Germans are fighting for 
£very inch of the ground the Rus- 
sians have driven the Invaders back 


as far as 175 miles in some places." 


He said the Red army had learned 


much while being pushed back by the 
German offensive and also made prep- 
arations for its own counter thrust 


^tyhile withdrawing. 


"Germany will never recapture from 


the Red army the initiative now gain- 
ed," he declared.

Senate Passes 
Big Navy Bill 


Largest Measure 
in History Goes to 
President 


WASHINGTON -(/P)- The senate 


completed legislative action in five 
minutes Thursday 
on $26,495,265,474 


naval supply bill boosting congress- 
es total military appropriations to 
approximately 39 billions in the first 
month of this session. 


The Action was followed 
swiftly 


on a 72 to 0 vote by which passed 
and sent to the White House a mea- 
sure making 500 million dollars in 
financial aid available to China, the 
fund to be administered by Secretary 
of the Treasury under the direction 
of the president. 


The huge naval bill, the largest ever 


to win final approval in congress, now 
goes to the president for his ex- 
pected early signature. 


Congress previously had voted and 


President Roosevelt approved a $12,- 
550,000,000 army airplane appropria- 
tion. 


As finally approved the Navy mea 


sure carried approximately 8 billion 
dollars in cash and contract author 
ity to produce 25,063 additional air 
planes.

Farm Geared to 
Demand of War 


Experiment Station 
Compiling Infor- 
tion Locally 


Although experimental work is done 


on a long-time basis, the University of 
Arkansas Fruit & Truck Branch Ex- 
periment Station is adjusting its pro- 
gram to include useful information 
on emergency and war-time agricul- 
tural problems, states George W. Ware, 
assistant director in charge of this 
station. 


The long-time basic experiments are 


being continued, but emphasis is be- 
ing placed on their interpretation in 
the light of prevailing conditions. 


The farmers are asking a lot of 


questions about war-time agriculture 
and the Fruit & Truck Branch Ex- 
periment Station in cortlination with 
the University of Arkansas experiment 
station system is attempting to give 
them useful information, Mr. Ware 
said. 


Many emergency adjustments arc 


taking place on Arkansas fanns and 
the branch experiment station is plan- 
ning a project in cooperation with fifty 
representative farmers in southwest- 
ern Arkansas to determine what these 
changes are and what practical recom- 
mendations can be made to improve 
the position of the farmer and his 
war effort. 


The station is also placing emphasis 


on emergency food and feed studies. 
An extensive outlying tomato ex- 
periment is being started on two lo- 
cations in Drew county to determine 
the best variety, fertilizer, and cul- 
tural practides for this important 
food crop. 


Practical studies with peanuts, soy- 


beans, cotton, fruits, and miscellan- 
eous vegetables arc being made to 
aid Die fanner in improving his pro- 
duction under restricted conditions, 
Mr. Ware concluded.

What's Matter 
With Capital? 


Washington 
Undergoes Change 
in Wartime 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON—Not in recent years 


certainly not since the last world 
war, 
has the question been so often 


asked: What's the matter with Wash- 
ington? 


The question has nothing to do with 


world affairs. The "Washington" re- 
ferred to is the city. The reason for 
the question is that the city is a mess. 
For more than a year, civil service 
and other government officials have 
been warning the District of Columbia 
about the prospective influx of fed- 
eral workers. 


Newspapers and comentators have 


pointed to the inadequacies of hous- 
ing, office space, traffic, welfare agen- 
cies, schools, hospitals and a dozen 
other things. But what is done about 
it all adds up to a big zero. 


The reason is that Congress rules 


the District and congressmen, for the 
most part aren't interested. The Dis- 
trict committees in the House and 
Senate are considered the biggest 
headaches of any assignments and 
"District Day" in either branch of 
Congress (those days when matters 
pertaining to Washington are consid- 
ered are marked on many congress- 
man's calendars as holidays. 


As a partial solution for the housing 


situation, the District has opened a 
lefense housing agency that registers 
every available room-for-rent in the 
area and doles them out to incoming 
workers. The local newspapers gave 
this excellent support. 
The result 


as of present date, is that the agency 
has a listing of slightly more than 2,00( 
rooms—enough for two weeks at the 
present rate of new government hir- 
ings—and the well is running dry. 


As for office space—only by using 


the old Gen. Brehon B. Somervel 
method of building first and getting 


authorization later has the govern- 
ment been able to up its temporary 
building campaign to within a mile 
of physical requirements. 


The traffic and transportation prob- 


lem would make a good volume in it- 
self. Some idea of how critical it 
has become may be gleaned from the 
serious recommendation of Frederic 
A. Delano, national capital park and 
planning commissioner. The Presi- 
dent's uncle recently suggested that 
no automobile (or taxi) be allowed in 
the mid-town area unless it carried 
three passengers. 


Similar suggestions for a solution 


to all of Washington's ills arc numer- 
ous. The District doesn't have an 
ache or pain that a dozen "medicos" 
don't rush to the bedside with sug- 
gested remedies—but there it ends. 


Most studenLs of the Washington 


scene attribute all this to the fact 
that District of Columbia residents 
have no vote. Perhaps that is true.

"Another thing, there are some dyes 


that we can't get any more. 
Over- 


alls and work clothes probably will 
be made in the natural color instead 
of blue, for instance. 


"We have a surplus of cotton, of 


course, but we have a smaller sup- 
ply of yard goods in cotton than in 
wool because some cotton looms have 
been turning out stuff for sandbags 
However, there's plenty to last the 
year and then some, particularly if 
women will cut down a little on house 
dresses. Sometimes they buy a hall 
lozen at a time." 


Silk imports are gone, but produc- 


tion officials figure there will still be 
plenty of rayon and nylon. The pres- 
ent stock of girdles and other cloth- 
ing items containing rubber will las 
the year, but after that it probablj 
will be just too bad. Defense also 
gets first call on metals and many 
of the things that go into plastics, 
so there may be a shortage on but- 
tons and trimmings. 


The war did a left-handed—or left- 


footed—thing to shoes, too. The Agri- 
cultural Department is calling for an 
increase in the kill of cattle from 
25,000,000 to about 28,000,000 — and 
there's that much more leather. 


"As far as we can tell now," a 


leather man assured me, "there will 
be plenty of good quality shoes for 
everybody through 
the next 
year, 


and probably for the next two or 
three years, if the war lasts that long. 


Heels and Toes 
"Shoe production increased 25 per 


cent to 500,000,000 pairs last year. The 
Army took 20,000.00 pairs, really only 
a drop in the bucket. The increase in 
slaughter of steers will take care of 
a further increase in shoe manufac- 
ture if necessary. 


"Rubber heels may have to be dis- 


continued but the rubber industry 
has found it can make heels satis- 
factorily out of reclaimed rubber, and 
there seems to be plenty of reclaimed 
rubber for the present. If it runs out, 
we'll have to fall back on leather 
heels."
